East-W est Relation 
GETTYSBURG. Pa. — TPI) - 
President Eisenhower and Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev r e s u m e d 
their crucial cold war talks over 
the breakfast table at Camp Dav­ 
id, Md., early today, seeking to 
determine whether they can chart 
a course to ease east-west rela­ 
tions. 
The President and the Soviet 
leader met for breakfast at 8:15 
a m. edt., in the President's cot­ 
tage overlooking a Maryland 
mountain valley which today was 
shrouded by dark, low lying 
clouds. 
ACCORDING TO the White 
House, Eisenhower and Klirush- 
•chev resumed, at the breakfast 
table the informal conversations 
begun last evening at the presi­ 
dential mountain retreat. 
A more formal business session 
including Secreary of State Chris­ 
tian A. Herter and Soviet For­ 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko got 
underway on the long sunporch of 
the cottage shortly after 9 a.m. 
VICE PRESIDENT Richard M. 
Nixon, originally scheduled to 
reach Camp Dav id by helicopter 
at 9 a.m. drove from Washington, 
making his arrival at the camp 
about one hour late. 
Other conference participants 
were expected by automobile lat­ 
er in the morning. 
U.S. OFFICIALS expected the 
morning meeting to run between 
2’x and 3 hours, followed by a 
break for lunch and possibly sep­ 
arate conferences by the Ameri­ 
can and Soviet delegations before 
joint business sessions resumo in 
the early afternoon. 
Eisenhower and Khrushchev 
were probing each other's minds 
to determine whether any solution 
of cold war tensions is really pos­ 
sible.

Nothing in recent tim es has so solid­ 
ly unified Americans in their deep down

T. KEITH GLENNAN, (he N­ 
ASA .Administrator, should get 
credit for holding things togeth­ 
er. Dr Gfe.inan himself has pret­ 
ty well orbited the firmament of 
American economy.. When o u r 
middle-aged generation was in 
college Glennan was in Holly­ 
wood, first as a top engineeer 
in the early talkies, next as a 
studio boss. 
He s e r v e d in wartime by 
bringing sophistication to under­ 
water detection, moved to the 
academic field in 1947 as Presi­ 
dent of the Case Institute of 
Technology in Cleveland, where 
he also became a civic affairs 
leader, and in 1950-52 was on 
leave in Wellington as a mem­ 
ber of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission under Mr. Truman. Not 
long ago Dr. Glennan made a 
depth penetration of Russia and 
its educational system. 


DR. GLENNAN HAS refused 
under sires- to alter a program 
that is scheduled 
ten y e a r s 
ahead While our vehicles have 
carried 
u s e f u l 
páyloads 
of 
scientific instrumentation t h e y 
have been small and quite ex­ 
pensive per pound. 
Instead 
of 
cutting loose 
a 
swarm of these petty carriers. 
Dr. Glenoan proposes to h o l d 
off until we have the optimum 
combination of engine thrust and 
payload performance. 
It is al­ 
ready certain that our satellites 
have given world science more 
information than the Russians’ 
have. It is probable that our 
less sensational vehicles have 


been more productive of 1 o n g- 
term oenefit. 


LOOKING BACK, it appears 
that American wrong - thinking 
over the atomic bombing of Ja­ 
pan was the beginning of our 
loss of scientific leadership. Part­ 
ly 
from 
Communist 
- stirred 
guilt, partly from old-fashioned 
Mam Street 
complacency, 
we 
did no* develop the propulsion 
that would be necessary to burl 
atomic warheads at indefensible 
speeds and heights. 
Russia took the lead in pro­ 
pulsion and in the size of pro­ 
jectiles. But by making smaller 
instruments, by stressing pro­ 
grams of miniaturization 
and 
mi crommiatLri ration, 
we 
may 
bj better equipped for the long­ 
er pull. 


FOR THE NEW decade which 
begine in I960, we have a pair 
of new generation vehicles for 
going to the moon and beyond. 
Vega, which taxpayers are ai­ 
read,' ouying on a four-year in­ 
stallment plan that totals $916 
million, is intended to make a 
r. ton landing and also to put a 
two-man space laboratory into 
orbit. 
Centaur wid cost $95.5 million 
for the same period. It is an 
advanced man 
bearing satel­ 
lite and is expected to establish 
the first communications system 
in spare. 
There is less danger that the 
Russians will beat us than that 
we will beat ourselves by in­ 
dolence and scatter-brains. The 
Eisenhower Administration has 
made up much los* ground from 
the stand-still years 
that pre­ 
ceded it. W’e had better h o p e 
that Ike’s successor can keep 
the program rolling. 
—Holmes Alexander 
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forcefully to mind by comparisons with 
almost every word uttered by Premier 
Krushchev. 
A striking example of the extrem e op­ 
posites involved in the American and 
Russian “way of life” took place dur­ 
ing one of the luncheons given him when 
the Soviet leader, in attem pting to both 
praise and defend the Communist form 
of government and his own conduct as 
leader of the socialist State, declared 
with evident pride: “All I own is the 
pants I wear.” 
This sharp truth cuts closer to the 
core of the differences between Com­ 
munism and Democracy.

platform set amid gaudy pen­ 
nants and banners wherri the 
man who made the revolution 
will be standing. 
Here are some of the men who 
•re almost certain to be in the 
■potligbt on Oct. 1: 


—MAO TSE-TUNG. 65 chair­ 
man of the Communist Party, 
guiding spirit of the revolution 


and himself a living myth. The 
moon-faced son of a Hunan farm­ 
er, Mao retired as president of 
the government lest April, but 
be remains unchallenged as the 
top man in Cuina. 
—Liu Shao-chi. 54. or 61, Mao’s 
dour first lieutenant, the new 
president of the government and 
a bit of a mystery man, whose 
age is not even known for cer­ 
tain This tough. Moscow-trained 
administrator 
now 
stands 
as 
Mao’s heir-apparent. 
—O xhi En-lai. 61, the nimble 
premier, a sauve, handsome man 
who somehow has maneged to 
land on his feet through three 
decades of shifts and purges and 


even now may be working his 
wav out from under a cloud. 
THESE ARE THE men who 
swept one-fourth of mankind into” 
the Communist camp. Thev are 
the first generation of Chinese 
Communism, the men who be­ 
gan plotting back in the 1920’s 
in Shanghai and Paris and are 
still around today, hoiding the 
reins. 
A decade ago they were gaunt 
from years of retreat and de­

Press Club hosts that Nixon had 
arrived it the Soviet Union with 
misconceptions about Russia and 
had gone home with them un­ 
changed. Laier, 
to a question 
from host U. S. Senators about 
the Russian Lunik, Khrushchev 
snapped: 
’’Why don't you ask your Vice 
President. He knows alt the an­ 
swers." 


NIXON'S REACTION to Mos­ 
cow's announcement t h a t the 
Russians had hit the moon was 
that there was no jiroof they had 
done any such thing; that the 
claim might be a propaganda 
phoney. Perhaps the Vice Pres­ 
ident will continue to n e e d l e 
Khrushchev. It could be g o o d 
politics for him to do so. 
The record shows plainly that 
Nixon was not responsible for the 
invitation to Khrushchev to visit 
the United States. He is firmly 
identified wi*h the visit, 
how­ 
ever, by his recent swing through 
the Soviet Union and by one 
other political factor. 


THAT IS THE agtressive man­ 
ner in which Nixon undertook to 
answer the objections of those 
numerous American citizens who 
proclaimed ihat the invitation 
for Khrushchev to come here 
was ill-advised, ill-timed, a na­ 
tional disgrace or worse. 
Nixon had been asked in Po­ 
land if he had invited Khrush­ 
chev when in Moscow. Nixon re­ 
plied with emphasis that he bad 
rot, that the invitation was on 
President Eisenhower's initiative 
He continued to disavow respon­ 
sibility for Khrushchev. 


THE AIR SHORTLY was full 
of complaint against the proj­ 
ect, some oi it in band and ar­ 
resting language. 
For example 
Sen. Thomas Dodd (D-C o n n.) 
said this in the U.S. Senate: 
"Think about it for a m o m ­ 
ent. 
„ • 
"What would the Senate and 
the country have thought if m 
1939 President Roosevelt had in­ 
vited Adolf Hitler to a barn­ 
storming tour of the U n i t e d 
Slates fresh from his conquest 
of Czechoslovakia. Austria and 
Poland. Can we imagine Hitler 
as a guest ir. the White House?” 


THAT IS A TOUGH question. 
There were others. Nixon met 
the barrage as he has been ac­ 
customed to defend Eisenhower 
administration policy, head - on. 
He devoted to a defense of the 
Khrushchev program most of a 
speech b e f o r e the American 
Legion convention in Minneapol­ 
is. 
He had. in fact, known that 
negotiations were going on when 
he visited the Soviet Un i o n . 
Back home, he realized that if 
the Khrushchev visit soured and 
fouled out, he, • Nixon, w o u l d 
suffer by publi: assumption that 
he had been a party to the whole 
thing. 
'L'Affaire Khrushchev s t i l l 
oould sour. Ii so, Nixon's politi­ 
cal prospects would sour some, 
too.
